ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 
The location of a mobile terminal is determined by receiving, at the mobile 
terminal, data packets from at least three transmitters whose locations are known. The 
delays for the data packets to travel from the transmitters to the mobile terminal are 
determined and then the location of the mobile terminal is determined based on the 
delays and the locations and of the transmitters. 
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
